To facilitate this new lab teaching approach, you will be graded solely on the contents of your 
notebock. The organization of each experimental write-up must follow these guidelines: 


1. Name in indelible ink printed clearly on the front of each notebook. If there is more than one 
notebook, give each notebook a number on the front cover. Each notebook must be numbered 


chronologically. 


2. Table of contents on the first page of each notebook. The entries should be listed as shown 
below and always updated: (updating - 5% of grade)

3. Date of entry at top of the first page describing work done that day. (5% of grade) 
4. Title of Experiment (5% of grade) 


5. Reaction or reaction sequence using chemical structure notation if (a) chemical reaction(s) 
is (are) being performed. If a reaction or reaction sequence is being performed, it is convenient 
(but not required) to label your reactants with Roman numerals so that they can be indicated as 


such in the procedure. (15% of grade) = Wife home ; Or), 19), mol Comatcral, fore. 


6. Procedure: This is an accurate record of your lab work that day. It must be reproducible and 
not a copy of the experimental outline. Experimental details such as observations, weight of 
preweighed flask, final weight of dry product, etc. must always be included. (25% of grade) 


7. Continuation markers: At the bottom of each page, indicate to which page the work on that 
particular experiment is continued, e. g., "cont. to p. 3". Also, be sure to write at the top of the 
continuing page from which page the entry is continued, e. g., "cont. from p. 1". You will find 

_ that continuation markers are a handy way of keeping tabs on where you kept lab entries that do 
not follow consecutive pages. (5%) 


8. Calculations and Results: For synthetic work, this means a record of yield(in grams), a 
calculation of percent yield (showing work!), original spectra and their interpretation. For kinetic 
work or standard curves, it means a table of data (y vs. x), clearly indicating units and also 
including calculated functions where appropriate. (25% of grade) 


9. Conclusions: A summary of what was accomplished by this experiment as well as a 
discussion of the significance of experimental results, e. g., "The synthesis of acetyl] salicylic acid 
(aspirin) was achieved. The yield of this reaction was excellent (85%) and the punity of the 
product was confirmed both by a single-spot on TLC at an Re distinct from that of the Starting 
material and by the absence of a phenolic O-H stretch in its IR spectrum." (15% of grade)
